Votes in either case 
to be carried by straight majorities, 
No liquor may ‘be soldi on Good Friday 
and Christmas Day as heretofore, Chab 
licenses will be Umited to cities only, 
instead of to clties and towns as at 
present; boards of license commission 
which number four at present are re- 
duced to one central board.

Of course the regiment ig paid — by 
Canada, but béing the first Canadian 
regiment to go out, and being brigad- 
ed with a British division has left it 
out in the cold until matters are ad- 
jueted at the war office.” 

Ceptain Jones’ Letter, 

With the British Army, Jan. 11.—~ 
We are having a few days’ rest after a 
spell in the trenches, and 1 will en- 
deavor to give your readers some idea 
of a soldler’s life in this war, free 
from the glamour of imagination, It 
fs almost impossible for me to write 
many letters and | hope my friends In 
Calgary will consider this letter as 
nddyessed to them all, 

After a rather long period of train- 
ing in Levis and Winchester we were 
mobilized with the 86th Brigade, 27th 
Division, composed of Dritish regulars 
just back from India, so that this ¢i- 
vision is probably uisurpassed in the 
army, there being very few recruits in 
the ranks. On arriving in this coun- 
try We went into billets in small yil- 
lages and dug trenches for two weeks, 
We have got very expert in construct- 
ing the latest thing in trenches, but 
unfortunately we have not been able 
to fight in any of them, and our ex- 
periences with the French trenches 
has been anything but pleasant. 

Princess Pats in Advance. 

Having received orders for our di- 
vision to oecupy ground» held. by «a 
French division, the Princess Patricias 
were honored by being the advance 
guard, which meant first also in’ the 
trenches. While the regiment march- 
ed the 25. miles, an officer and three 
“non coms from eacn company went 
ahead in motors to get familiar with 
the French position and-to arrange 
the retief. 1 formed one of the party 
and eventually was given the respon- 
sibility of leading two of our com- 
paniés to the firing line and oeenmying 
the right of the Prench position, two 
other companits holding the lett, 

Our advance party got in touch 
with the French general, studied lie 
position carefully from the maps aad

then walked down to the trenches 
after dark, and went over them 
thoroughly. 1l will describe the me- 


thods of reliefs and the trenches later, 
On my return I was hospitably dined 
by the French colonel in his  bhomb- 
proof dug-out and had a very inter- 
esting night. 1 am speaking Freneh 
quite fluently now and this language 
is almost indispensable here, 

The next night our people came u» 
and advanced down a shell torn road 
toward the trenches, Ruins were on 
every side and big shells were drop- 
ping here and there and every few 
minutes the. whole country would be 
brilliantly lighted up with the flares 
both sides use. And now the cracls 
of rifle fire got nearer. We formed 
single file and halted near the French 
colonel's dug-out, just 800 yards from 
the front T had arranged for a 
French guide to lead each  plawen 
(eight in all) to its propersplace aud 
sent them off at five minute intervals 
Owing probably to an imperfect un- 
derstanding of the language and con 
fusion between the different forn 
tions of a Freneh and Britizh regi- 
ment sgme of the guides led their 
platoons to the wrong piaces and it 
was certainly a great test of discipline, 


that our men in s0me cases for over 
two hours, walked around in front of 
the German trenches wihtout getting 


into a panic, 
Germans 50 Yards Away. 
I went down with the iast party and 
we finally got under cover and the 
French went out, leaving one man 


only. On the left of our line the Ger- 
man trenches were only 50 yards 
away; on the right only 100 yards. 


By the light of the flares both sides 
could be distinctly seen with the two 
rows of wire entanglements between. 
They held a road on the left and a 
ruined brick farm hopse en the right, 
both strongly defended. The ap- 
proach on our side was an open sea of 
mud, intersected with old wire, aban- 
doned trenches, shell holes and 
strewn with unexploded “Jack John- 
sons."’ Over this stretch all reliefs 
have to pass without cover and it is 
here that many casualties oceur, The 
hour of relier is constantly changed, 


ly in, a flare js lit and there yOu are 
in full view, “caught in the act.”’ The 
only thing to do is to bend down, keep 
perfectly still and trust to luck, Just 
at present for some reason the Ger- 
mans have not been provoking our 
attacks, and, as the French told _ is, 
if you leave them alone they will you, 


Conditions Almost Unendurable, 

The trenewes’ we hold are about 100 
yards long and were ‘built by the 
French under fire during a successful 
advance, so that they are merely |m- 
provised shelter of the poorest kind, 
The earth jis so soft it constanuy un- 
dermines and the parapet falls down, 
There ig no drainage ‘or overhead 
cover, and we stick over the knees fn 
cold. water and mud, absolutely plas- 
tered from head to feet. The rifles 
fill with mud and many cannot be 
fired, The men cannot walk about, 
and after sitting in this cramped posi- 
tion for some hours many men can- 
poi get on thelr fect, and eventually

Captain Newton Killed, 


During our first night we kept up 
an intermittent fire Just to keep the 
Germans awake, Wut when morning

experience for a few minutes, when 
the German guns suddenly opened on 
for ¢he re 


ie, and it of the day seven. 
teen different kinds of hell we ait 
about us. Guns of every size ant 
kind roared and spit back and forth, 
ripping up great holes in the earth 
and throwing mud and water high 


in the air, We escaped anninilation 
hy only a few feet, as the main bursts 
of shrapnel just eloared us, the Ger 
mans evidently being afraid of hitting 
their own Jines, This bombardment 
went on for two days and we only lost 
Ceptain Newton and two men killed 
and seven wounded, Captain New- 
ton ‘was well known in Canada as an 
aide-de-camp to >larl Grey and the 
Duke of Connaught, ana was univer: 
sally popular, We buried him at 
night in the yard of a ruined cathe- 
dral, and he sleeps with many brave 
souls of the allied armies buried close 
by.
